There is absolutely mo question as to the need of 
a suitable laundry building for this school and it is only a 
question of how lone this present puildine will remain in us@.-

only fourteen or fifteen children and the averare attendance 
ig around thirty. This room also was built Zor a launaer, it 
yaa converted into ®@ school room while 4 suitable building 
for uge 233 & gchool remains idle , situated only a few feet 
away from the pregent building sna uged at rare jutervals as 
a church. Ihave been informed that the ownership of this 
shurch rest3 with the diogcese of Calgary anc for gome obscure 
reagon cannot be used as a school.

I have to inform you that we have had some 
corre epondence with our repreeentative, in thie connection, 
and he ie of tne opinion that the room uced at preeent ae 
a claeeroom if& entirely too emall for the present purporet. 
There ie air epace for but 15 ohildren, and the Department 
underetande the average attendance ie nearly 50. 


I have to requeet you to look into the poeeibility 
of utilizing the precent echool room ae & laundry and 
making arrangements tor the uee of the chapel for claeeroom 
purposes. Our agent reporte that thie chapel, which ie 
eituated only 4 few feet from the present pbuilding, ie only 
used at rare intervale ae 4 church. He wae informed that 
the chapel ie under the control of the bioce ean Authorities.

In reply to your letter of July 25th #116<1«5, 
which awaited me on my return from a visit to our school at 
Hay River in the N.W.T. I beg to state--- 


1. Better Laundry facilities for our Piegan School are 
indispensably necessary. 


2. That the Church which is situated by the school, 
being the property of the Diocese of Calgary and a 
consecrated building is not available for use as a 
class-room. 


That the present class-room, although not as large 

as it should be for the purpose for which it is being 
used, may safely be utilized for that purpose for 
another year. 


To build a new class-room which would be warm enough 
throughout the winter months would cost a great deal more than 
to build a Laundry which would not require to be heated every 
day and I would respectfully suggest that the best and most 
economical solution of the difficulty at this school is to have 
@ new Laundry building erected and furnished with some inexpensive 
laundry equipment auch as hand-worked washing machines, wringers, 
etc. 
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I have not had time since my return from the Far North 
e question of the cost, but I feel 
could be met by the sum of $1,500.

Dear Mr.Orr:- 


ir.P.W-Graham, of Moose Jaw, the contractor for 
the Anglican School here, arrived on the 26th inst. and spent 
two days in the locality before returning to Moose Jaw. While 
here he staked out the school building, and let a sub-contract 
for the taking out of the excavation for basement. He proposes 
coming again, with his outfib, within a fortnight. 


I took up with Mr.Graham the matter of his price 
of $825.50 for the suggested change in studding from 2x4 to 
ox6in outside walls and bearing partitions, and endeavoured 
to ge him to lower hig price. He contends that Mr.Scanlon 
is too low in quoting $430.00 for this change, and that his: 
price is based on the increase of 50% in the quantity of 
studding, plates and girts in the walls affected; also extra 
cost in transportation and setting; and in cost of wider 
frames as quoted by his millwork people, and $38 extra for the 
painting of same. However, he promised to check over his 
figures, and see if it is possible to lower his &kaumex quotation. 


Regarding the proposed change in layout of floors, 
Mr.Graham took with him the blue prints you sent me showing the 
changes desired, and said he would wire me his quotation for 
same within a day or two. He will also quote on the enlarged 
coal bin, and extension to machinery room, at the same time. On 
receiving these quotations I shall promptly advise you, and 
await your instructions before giving orders for this work. 


I do not see in the plans or specifications any 
mention of a ceiling over the boiler room, and on mentioning 
the subject to the contractors, they said they had not figured 
on any ceiling for this room. I therefore deemed it best to 
send you a wire, for in case of your wishing a laminated ceiling 
such as you have specified elsewhere, the contractors wish to 
include the necessary material in their lumber orders about to 


be shipped. No doubt I shall hear from you promptly regarding this. 
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In the painting specifications provision does not seem to have 
peen made for the painting of the metal ceilings throughout 
the school, and I should lixe you to let me know what is your 
wish in this respect. The contractors state that they have not 
Sncluded the painting of metal ceilings in their tenders. 


I enclose herewith the drainage plan of the R.C.School 
submitted by llr. Scanlon's sub-contractors for the plumbing and 
heating (Marsh & Scott, of Moose Jaw). Please mark what changes, 
if any, you require, and return 4t to me. You will note that 
some changes are shown in basement toilets, in accordance with 
the request of the Reverend Fathers, but these changes are not 
yet authorized, nor have any orders been given for them. I 
shall deal with these proposed changes, and a few others asked 
for, in a separate letter. 


If you have any extra plans & specifications which 
you can spare, I should much like an extra set, which would 
save my carrying the one set backwards and forwards between 
the two jobs. 


Mr.Scanlon is getting well ahead with his contract. The 
excavation is finished, the footing trenches dug, and all is in 
readiness for the pouring of concrete as soon 46 4 repair part 
is received for the mixer. About 220 yds. of gravel are hauled, 
also a car of cement, and lumber, and the temporary puildings 
are erected. The weather has been hot and dry during the past 
month, and rain is needed for the filling out of the crops.

be hurrying themselves in carrying forward their contract. 


Un July 68th I wired them asking when their princi pal 
proposed arriving on the ground, to which telegram I received 4 
reply stating thut they were awaiting the receipt of their signed 
contract from Uttawa before commencing: As the contractor for 
the &-C. school was petting ahead, I wi red again on the gand ult. 
and received a reply that Mr. P-W. Graham would arrive at Brocket 
on the 26th July, I met him at the station at 6. A-li. and took 
him to the Anglican site. He spent two days in the locality, 
and I helped him stuke out the site of the building. 


On 27th July he subplet the excavation to the same 
local man who had done similar work at the R-G- site.

I beg to make the following report in connection 
with the new C. of E. School on the Peigan Reserve. 


I may say that the contractors for this school 
allowed a long time to elapse before sending a crew to the job. 
Apart from letting a sub-contract for the excavating, and the 
hauling of some gravel by the Indians, nothing was done until 
the first week of September, although the contract was let in 
June, and not until the 14th. instant was a start made at 
running the concrete footings. At the present time there is 
a small crew of about eight men at work, and the pouring of 
the concrete walls should be completed within a week. The 
work, no doubt, was delayed somewhat by inclement weather. 
The contractors, P. W. Graham & Sons, assure me that as soon 
as the concrete walls are completed they will put on a good 
sized crew and push the job ahead with all possible speed.

Upon his return from a recent visit to the Peigan 
Reserve, Inspector M. Christianson discussed with me certain 
changes which were deemed neeessary in the Church of Sngland 
School and I have in turn taken these matters up with Mr. 
E. Gardner Smith with a view to getting an estimate of the 
cost and beg to make the following recommendations: 


the provision of a sink in the Principal's kitchen 
which, installed complete with hot and cold water, waste and 
vent would cost $88.00 or with the addition of @ deep apron, 
a drain-board and back 411 in one piece -$g159.60. 


I think the cost of this can be reduced by putting 
in a drain board of a less expensive type- 


vhe enlargement of the Staff Vining room in the 
basement, which however will entail only the cost of an extra 
window at a figure of $25.00. 


The placing of a range boiler in the kitchen of 80 
gallon capacity installed complete, including connection to 
stove and with hot water line to the kitchen sink,at a cost 
of $143.00. 


Providing Burlap in the stairways, halls and 
corridors at a cost of $386.25, or if the rear corridor of 
the basement is omitted and I do not think it is necessary 
there, the cost will be reduced to $338.75. This with the 
baseboard and moulding will give a four foot protection to 
the walls. 


I shall be glad to receive authority to incur the 
above named expenditures. 


ir. Gardner Smith reminds me that no provision is 
made in the Specifications for the painting of the metal 
ceilings in this school and has procured from the Contractor 
a price of $330.00 "To paint all metal ceilings und cornices 
in two coats, using best White Lead and pure Linseed oil". 
Will you pleuse grant the necessary authority. 


In another letter Mr. Gardner Smith asks if it is 
desired to anchor the brick chimney, poiftting out that this 
will extend 32' above the roof of the rear extension. He then 
adds that it is unlikely that the chimney would blow down,

Report on Church of England School; Peigan 
Reserve 


Dear Sir:- 


During the past month good progress has been 
maintained by the contractors, Messrs P.W.Graham & Sons, 
Ltd.,of Moose Jaw, in the construction of the above school. 


As previously reported, the contractors allowed 
two months to elapse before putting a crew to work, and with 
the exception of the excavation which they had sub-let, no- 
thing was done at the job until the first part of September. 
During the past six weeks a fair sized crew has been employed 
under an efficient foreman, and the contractors seem to be 
making serious effort to make up for lost time. 


The main building 1s now about closed in, and 
to-day the roofing sub-contractor is putting on the paper, 
tar and gravel. As authorized by the Department, we are 
making the roof heavier than originally called for. We are 
laying an extra ply of heavy roofing felt, and applying a 
heavy pouring of ashphalt pitch, into which a large quan- 
tity of screened gravel is being embedded; and in addition 
to this we have carried up a protection wall 18" high 
around the edge of the roof, which will be flashed down 
over the turned-up roofing. By taking these precautions 
we should have a roof that will successfully withstand 


the heavy winds of the locality, and the sudden changes 
in climate. 


On the whole there is not much ground for 
complaint over the quality of materials delivered. The 
lumber is largely spruce, supplied by McLaren Lumber Co. 
from their mills at Blairmore, Alta. I visited the mill 
in company with Inspector Christianson and Indian Agent 
Arthur, and looked over the stocks the Company proposed 
sending. I objected to some of the lumber, particularly 
the drop siding, and they promised to supply us with a better 
grade cut from special stock. It is impossible to get lumber 
from mountain mills entirely free from knots, but the drop 
Siding is otherwise very good, and is the very best that 
can be procured from local sources. It is thoroughly seasoned, 
and I am hopeful that the knots will remain fast. This 
siding has all been primed by the painter, and is now 
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being put in place by the carpenters. The millwork is being 
supplied by the Cranbrook Sash & Doom Co. and so far is 
proving satisfactory. The window frames were primed at the 
factory. Slight mistakes were made in some of the details 
but are being rectified. 


The general framing work has been well done, and we 
have used every precaution in bracing the building at all 
points. Diagonal bracing has been placed in all corners on all 
floors, and at other points where helpful in making the build- 
ing rigid. The sub-floors have all been laid diagonally, and 
all openings are being properly trussed. 


The plumbing and heating sub-contractors (Snyder & Co. 
of Calgary) now have men at work, the basement drains are laid, 
and the roughing-in for plumbing fixtures is being done on all 
floors. I expect to make a water-test on Monday of the drains, 
stacks and vents. The heating boiler is now on the site, but 
has not yet been admitted to the building. The radiators are 
also here and have been distributed throughout the main 
building, and the steam-fitters are running their various Lines. 
The pressure-tanks for water supply, and the hot water storage 
tank, are expected during the coming week, and the pumping 
plant is expected shortly. On this job we have a peculiar 
condition to take care of in consequence of having a “flowing 
well", but shall adopt means of controlling this surplus water 
and turn it to advantage. 


The interior outside walls of main building have been 
sheeted with shiplap in readiness for the "house-line" cover- 
ing, and this insulation should add materially to the warmth 
of the finished structure. I expect the electrician next week 
to lay his conduits for the wiring. 


The rear extension is not yet framed. The concrete 
work ig done, but owing to shortage of materials the framing 
is being deferred. Except for the footings, the chimney is 
not started. 


The septic tank is completed, and sewer line laid. I 
checked over the levels, and had to order some correction 
work. I shall check this again before the tiles are covered. 


The weather during past month has been favourable 
and practically no time has been lost during this period. 


The contractors are dilatory in placing Fire Insurance 
and I notified them that unless the Policy asked for reaches 
me by Monday I would ask the Department to withold further

Dear Sir: 


The general contract for this school was completed some 
weeks ago, and the school people moved into the new building on 
the 22nd of May. 


Work additional to the general contract has since been 
going on, principally the installing of the extra millwork con- 
sisting of shelving, cupboards, lockers, tables, benches, pews, etc, 
The millwork people seemed an unaccountably long time in making 
delivery of the required materials, and about six weeks elapsed 
after the placing of the order and the arrival of the goods. This 
work is now completed. 


The erection of the Garage was finished a day or two ago, 
this work being much delayed by the incessant rains. 


The outbuildings, consisting of the barn, implement shed 


and poultry house, were completed some time ago, including the 
painting of them. 


At present the extra chimney authorized for the Principal's 
kitchen is now being built, and should be completed in a day or so 
if weather permits. It is raining again to-day. 

The anchoring of the main chimney is being deferred 
until the roads permit gravel being hauled for the concrete 
anchorages. This work can be done by local help, 

The carrying of water for the use of the live stock to a 
point as near as possible to the barn will be undertaken when fine 
weather returns, and the digging of the trench will be done by 


Indian labour. It is my intention to utilize the water from the 
flowing well for this service. 


I expect to issue the final Certificate to the contractor 
essrs P.W.Graham & Sons, Ltd) some time next week. 


Last Tuesday the school was visited by Bishop Sherman, and 
accompanying clergy, and the school chapel was dedicated.

I beg to direct your attention to the need of telephone 
communication between the St. Cyprian School and the village of 
Brocket, about 34 miles away. It would appear from information 
which the Acting Principal received from the local Indian Agent 
that en appropriation of $600.- was made available for this purpose 
during the past summer, but no authorization was given at that 
time, for the school management to proceed with the work of 
d4nstallation. The only action taken in the matter since then is 
set forth in the following extracts from the Acting Principal's 
letter just received, and dated Dec. lst i= 


"The scheme which the Indian Agent had, wheréby he was going to 
get the Indians to do the work if the schools fed them, fell 
through on account of fairs, farm work, etc., and we have been 
marking time since then. The Agent states that the material 
cost about $400.- and that there is only $200.— left to buy 
another # mile of wire, and pay en expert to string it. He 
asks the school to haul the posts, dig the holes, and put 
‘the poles up. My objection to this is (1) This is no weather 
to dig holes, and frozen soil will not tamp, so that next 
summer the poles will lean all over the place. (2) We have 
only four big boys who could help with the work secccees " 


In the light of the above information it seems to me that 
the school management can not fatrly be blamed for the failure to 
have this telephone commnication established before the winter 
began, and that your Department should undertake all the work required 
in this connection, with the exception of the haulage of the posts 
Whether this work can be undertaken before the spring, will depend on the 
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weather conditions which prevail in that part. 


I beg to recommend, however, that instructions be forwarded 
to the Indian Agent to have the wrk completed as soon as favourable 
weather conditions obtain, and that the school management be not asked 
to render any farther service beyond what I have mentioned in connection 
with the hauling of the posts.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter of the 12th. 
instant #116-1-5, concerning the erection of a telephone line from 
the Ste Cyprian School to Brocket, and asking me for a report as to 
how the matter stands. 


I regret to say that there has been a great deal of 
delay in the matter of getting the telephone lines to both the 
schools on the Peigan reserve erected, and Mr. Arthur must accept 
most of the responsibility for this, as he was instructed to purchase 
the necessary material and arrange for the erection of the lines with 
the assistance of the bigger boys at the schools. He did purchase 
the material and a voucher amounting to $416.03 aovering same was 
received here on April 8th. On July 8th. Mr. Arthur wrote to this 
office asking to be furnished with an accountable cheque for the 
balance of the “600.00 authorized for this work, which was 183.97, 
and this was obtained from Ottawa and forwarded to him on July 28th. 
On August 24th, he was written to from this office, and asked to 
submit a voucher accounting ior this money. To this he never 
replied and on llovember 2nd. he was again written to and to this 
he replied on the 16th. idem as follows ,- 


I beg to say the advance for telephone line is still 
intact. The two Principals of the schools were ready 
to commence operations building the lines when this 
storm arrived and at present it is almost impossible 
for them to do anything until the weather moderates." 


From this you will see that he aid not get this work started at all 
during the long summer and weil on into the Fall and did not reply 
to letters that were sent to him. This is not the first time

Dear Mr Scott:- 


Rev.Fr deLeLevern 0.M.1., Principal of Pei- 
gan Indian Residential School has brought to my attention a fact 
which is a cause of worry for him. 


The case is that of the construction of a 
stable in connection with the new building. Work on this stable 
was started on the 17th inst and to quote the Principal's words: 
"this stable had to be built only where Commissionner Graham 
wished to have it. That means that an extra $100.00 had to be 
peid to afford us the great disadvantage of having the north end 
two feet above the sround and the south end one foot in the 
ground in such a way that there will always be a large hole of 
mud, snow or ice at the door 0: the stable. We have protested 
and protested again, but to no avail and finally Inspector Smith 
had to yield." 


I do not understand the reason of Mr Graham's 
attitude in this and similer cases. I may add that the principals 
of our schools do not understand how the Commissioner can exerci- 
se such unlimited power over their schools and over the indians 
at large. He seems to be the whole Department of Indian Affairs 
by himself. Really at times one would think that he considers 
himself as holding the monopoly of intelligence ana judgment. Yet 
he should think that as a rule principals on Indian Schools are 
in a better position tham himself to choose most suitable sites 
for outbuildings and most practical types of constructions and 
also that they as much at heart as himself the development and 
guccess of their respective institution. 


For example, at Blood R.C.School and at Thun- 
derchild's barns were built in spite of the repeated protests of 
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&@. principals. The result was in the case of Blo@d School that 


even in Mr Graham's estimation the barn is hardly fit to be used 
even as & granary and thet the Commissioner had to promise ano- 
ther more substantial barn. At Thunderchild the barn was too 
smell and unfinished. I could bring to your knowledge other facts 
a11 illustrating that our poor and devoted men in the field are 
simply the victims of a nearly tyrannical authority. 


Really the situation is becoming every day 
more unbearable and I must admit to you that I am presently stu- 
dying the most appropriate means to obtain a favorable change. 
May I be allowed to state that in my estimation such e chanze 
would be welcomed by the members of the other denominutions inte- 
rested in indian educational work and even by a large number of 
officers of the Indian Department.

At the request of the Reverend Principal (Father wevern) 
and the Procurator of the Oblate Fathers (Rev.Father Naeseens ) 
I am bringing to your attention their wish fora Garage as part 
of the school building now being erected. 


The Reverend Fathers state that they had intended 
making this request Known earlier, but it was overlooxed, or 
rather they thought they had done so, but I replied that I had 
not received any definite request to write about it, although I 
recall hearing them discussing the subject. I promised I would 
refer their request to you. 

I enclose a floor plan of the rear part of the basement. 
You will notice there is an offset, or unbuilt corner, between 
the laundry anda staff room presumably intended for the 
engineer, and it is the wish that this apace be made use of for 
a Garage. 

The Contractor quotes a price of 9639.00 for extending 
the structure to include this corner as a Garage, with roof and 
walls to match adjoining work, with concrete floor, window, 
small and double doors, painted, and with steam heat and light 
extended to same.

Your letter dated the 10th ultimo did not reach 
Brocket until the 29th , and 4n this connection I might add that 
the Ottawa postal stamp on the envelope is dated Nov.24th. 


With regard to the request 6f the Reverend Prin- 
cipal for a Garage, I enclose copies of correspondence which 
passed between me and the Indian Commissioner on this subject. 


In the quotation originally given by Mr. Scaihlan 
he figured in matching the existing construction of the adjoin- 
ing building. After receiving your letter I went into the matter 
with him again, and by making reducing the concrete wall from 
13" to 8", and by making other structural changes, he is now 
able to quote a price of }$6¢°.%C. 1 atead of $839.00 previously 
quoted,--a difference of $239,900. Even with the changes indicated 
we can have a very satisfactory Garage. 

he entrahes to the Garage would be from grade 

level, and not down into a basement a: the Commissioner seemed 
to imagine. The location is suitable in every way, and without 
question such a Garage as is suggested would prove 4 great boor 
to the local people, particularly in wintry weather. 


I might mention that the Principal of the Church 
of England school asked some time ago if it would be possible 
for them to have a heated Garage similarly attached to the 
pbuilding, but I informed the Principal of the Commissioner's 
reply to the R.C-request, and the matter was temporarily dropped. 


With reference to the location of the new barn at 
the R-C.School, I do not think it was nlaced to the best advantage 
owing to there being a drop of 3'w7" in the ground in the 70' 
length of the barn. This will mean considerable additional cost 
in concrete, in inside filling to build up the floor level, and 
in outside grading. 1 wired Regina suggesting that the position 
of the barn be changed to avoid these drawbacks, but it was 
refused. Apart from the additiqnal cost, I do not think there is 
any serious ultimate detriment from the barn being placed where 
it lis.

They recommend 
that an addition be erected adjoining the rear 
portion of the main building adjacent to the 
machinery room, in order that the gamages might 
be heated Guring the winter, the cars being in 
use during the entire season.

that the convenience of having the garages heated 
in the winter would warrant the additional expenditure. 
As the work on the main buildings is almost 
completed immediate decision is desifable.

It ie with the greatest pleasure that I come again to offer you my 
most sincere wishes for a merry Christmas and a happy new year, and to 
thank you again for your great kindnees towards me. 

It is with good reason indeed that, on the 29th of last August, 
you told us here "not to measure by the shortness of your visit the 
interest you take in our work".That same day,you kindly invited me 
eleo to write you and let you know about our little crop : it is the 
remembrance of these new tokens of sympathy joined to the numerous ones 
of the past that has prompted me to add e few lines to this letter, 
which I etarted with the only intention of fulfilling e duty of 
gratitude. 

You will be surprised to hear that this crop, which looked so 
promising, has tuhed out @ failure: the frost came before it was ripe; 
we did cut and thresh it ang got 1765 bushels of wheat & 535 bus, of 
oate. Thm holding all the oatg for the spring work and have sold the 
wheat \which was greded* feed wheet*, and the returne are not even 
sufficient to pay my expenses: for instance, my ghreshing bill, which 
I juet received from the Peigan Agency, amounts to $614,90, that is, 
over 26¢ a bushel, for the oats ac well as for the wheat! 

tfrenkly admit that I feel somewhat disappointed, and the more so 
because I absolutely need two more teams of good horses and two sets 


of harness to put in the next crop -160 acres-, and have no way now 
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to | that purchase, which would cost about $550,00, viz. $400.00 
forthe horses and $150,00 for the harnesses. 
Such is the reason why I have thought of showing you ay situation 
by giving you these details, in the hope that you may gee your way 
in granting me that amount, 
Thanking you once more from my heart for all you have done

Dear Sir:- 


During my recent visit (on January 29th) to the St. Cyprian 
School, I gave careful attention to the shrinkage in the wood work, 
especially in connection with the doors and windows, and satisfied 
myself that some immediate remedial action was required to add to 
the comfost of the staff and pupils, and to reduce our Society's 
heavy bill for fuel at this institution. The shrinkage to which I 
refer was too great to be remedied by the School management, and 
after reporting the situation to our Commission they instructed me 
to ask if your Department would kindly look into this important 
matter. I suggested to our Commission that as Mr. Gardner Smith, 
who was Inspector of Construction when this building was being 
erected, and was now discharging a similar duty at .the new Blood 
hospital, his services might be available in this connection at but 
small expense to your Department, and the members authorized me to 
submit this suggestion to you for your consideration. 


While writing, our Commission instructed me to direct your 
attention also to the need of another staff room. At the present 
time, the engineer and his wife are both filling staff appointments, 
the latter holding the position of Kitchen Matron. As she has been 
in our Society's service for many years but is now finding the work 
beyond her strength, our Commission have decided to appoint a younger 
person to this position. The lack of staff-room accommodation, 
however, presents a formidable difficulty, unless the "guest-room" 
be taken for this purpose, and our Commission feel that this should 
not be done if it can be avoided. They are of the opinion that as the 
School has been provided with a second class-room 15' x 30' on the 
first floor, the whole of which is not likely to be required at any 
time for class-room purposes, that a suitable staff-room could be 
partitioned off at one end of the same, and I was instructed to lay 
this suggestion before youe Beyond the installation of the partition 
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eo the provision of a doorway from the main corridor to the room, 
ety little more would be required, and comparatively little 
expenditure involved. 


Our Commission were of the opinion that your representative 
could report to you on this matter at the same time, a8 on the matter 
referred to above. 


Further urgent requirements which I noted at this School 
were a shed for soft coal, and storage space for stowm windows and 
mosquito screens. I found the screens stored in the granary, as 
there was no available space for them in the main School building, 
and our Commission instructed me to direct your attention to these 
two requirements also. In the opinion of our Commission the shed for 
the soft coal and the storage space for the storm sash and screens, 
could be combined in the one building. 


I commend the above requirements to your earliest and most 
favourable consideration, and remain, Sir,

Rerarding the installation of electric bells, which, 
it is understood from the communicetion referred to by you from 
the Rev. Dr. Weetcate, are to prevent access to the school 
dormitories when the exits to the fire escapes are kept locked 
from the outside, it is considered there ig no reason why @ 
suitable door lock could not be supplied - one where the outside 
knob refuses to turn the lock and the inside one opens freely. 
There are comparatively inexpensive sets of this kind on the 
market - for example, nv lock of the Yale type. It is thoucht 
that this wou be less exvensive and just as suitable as an 
electric alarm bell nd you may arrange for the purchase of

Recardinge the extension of the fire escapes, I have 
to say that you may arrange to have a few feet added to each 
in order to overcome the necessity of the pupils having to pump 
the distance from the end of the present escapes.

It has occurred to me that it might be possible 
to have these schools connected up with the lines of the 
Calgary Power Compmy and thus obtain light and powor, 
obviating the necessity of renewing batteries for the 
lighting plants from time to time. 


I would request that you report as to the 
advisability of supplying these schools with light and 
pewer and installin the necessary power line from the 
Calgary Power Company plant to the echools.

e floors need paint: Rev. Mr. Barlow said he would 
requisition for material through the Agency office, 
and that they would do the work themselves. 
Fire Escapes: 
These are steel staircases ~-- one at each 
end of the buklding. I noticed there were no lights 
(electric) over same, Therefore in a rush on a dark 
night there is danger of missing the steps and fall- 
ing, which would cause a congestion and danger of in- 
jury. The last lower flight on the West end -- girls! 
section -- lands on the roof of a porch (brick walls 
with flet roof). From the top of this the pupils 
have to jump to the ground, some seven feet, which is 
rather high for young children. There should be an-~ 
other stairway erected here: This could be raised by 
pulleys and weights to prevent ascending from the 
ground, and could be lowered when needed to descend. 
The East end -- boys' section -- has this extra flight. 
Should a fire break out in the hallway of 
the main floor, or this become filled with smoke while 
the pupils are in the classrooms, the exit would have 
to be made through a window onto a porch (brick walls, 
flat roof) at the East end of the building; then jump 
to the ground, If would be better and safer if this 
ordinary two-piece lifting sash in the window were 
changed for a casement window. The cost of these altera- 
tions, the extra steel stairs at the girls’ end, and 
electric lights over the fire escapes, would not be very 
high. I suggested to Mr. Barlow, who seems to be much 
concerned about it, that he place the matter before the

On my recent visit to the St.Cyprian's Indian Residential 
School on this Reserve,I was looking at the main chimney or smoke- 
stack which towers approximately 50 ft above the school building 
over the annexe. 


Where this smokestack (brick approximately 6 ft @ 4 ftaround) 
penetrates the roof,cracks are apparent,and one brick is dislodged 
this appears to me to be in a very unsafe condition owing to the 
extremely high winds in thie district, therefore if it should fall 
at any time it would endanger the lives of anybody in the building 
or withén range outeide the building.I would certainly recommend 
that an expert be authorssed to examine thie emokeetack as soon as 
posesible.The principal (Rev.W.Barlow) asked me to inspect it when 
I was there,hence my report.

from outeide,this is necessary owing to young Indian men trying to 
enter at nights.

Referen¢e your letter No. 116-1-5 of the 
9th ultimo re the smoke stack -- brich chimney -- at 
St. Cyprian's indian Residential School, Peigan Agency, 
I beg to report that I made arrangements with Mr. C. 
Sellens, District nesident Architect, Dept. of Public 
Works, (Dominion), Calgary, to check same over for us. 
This was done on the 17th instant by his assistant, 
Mr. D. A. Freeze, whom I met at the school while at 
the Agency on an inspection visit. I beg to enclose 
herewith copy of the report received from Mr. Freeze 
in this connection. 


I am also forwarding a copy of this report 
to Agent Webb, asking him to show same to the xev. 
Principal of the School, in order that the repairing 
of the flashing at the roof surface, and the raking 
out and re-pointing with mortar of the joints between 
the roof and ceiling may be clearly understood. This 
was explained to the Principal by Mr. Freeze at time 
of his visit. 


The removing or loose bricks on top of the 
small chimney and installing a cement cap in their 
place was also mentioned by Mr. Freeze. ‘The loose 
bricks were removed immediately, but the cement cap 
had not been made prior to my leaving the Agency.--ihe 
weather was quite cold at the time.-- The stove 
in the Principal's room leads into this small chimney, 
which is built against the wall on the outside of the 
school building, and projects three or four feet 
above the roof. 


Both small jobs can be done by 4 member 
of the School Staff.

In November of 1939 two shipments made by us according to 
the enclosed invoices were apparently never settled for on 
account of the lack of freight bills proving delivery. 


On a number of occasions this question has arisen due to the 
difficulty of having consignees forward the invoices with 
the receipted freight bills. 


To overcome this difficulty we first of all had the receipted 
freight bills stapled to the invoives, expecting that in this 
way they would be forwarded without being separated.

In reference to your memorandum of the 16th ultimo, 
an inspection was made on the 2nd instant by Mr. Snelson who 
was accompanied by Mr. Chadwick. It was found that the engine 
whieh was purebased in 1926, is now capable of operating the 
generetor only to 50 per cent of its capecity. Needed repairs 
are estimated to cost $250.00 and inelude replacement of governor 
mechanism, reboring eylinders and fitting two over-size pistons 
and rings, adjustment of erank sheft, tightening fly wheel and 
new spark plugs. This overhaul might extend the life of the 
unit for ten yeers. 


A comparison of the estimated annual operating costs 
of the repaired unit and a new Diesel engine ere «5 follows:

This 4ifference in favour of the letter will in ten yeers emount 
to $2,575.00. 


In view of the foregoing end the fact that it will 
be difficult or probably impossible to get repairs for the 
gesoline engine, Mr. Snelson recommends thet it be repleced with 
a Type 10-2 Lister Diesel Engine similar in every respect to the 
engine purchased for the Seored Heart gehool at Brocket in 1939. 
This engine oan be mounted on the same base as the old engine 
without alteration and operates at the same speed. It is herdly 
likely thet any other type or meke of engine could be direct- 
connected to the generator without considerable aifficulty.

Some months ago a requisition was 
received for the purchase of e Lister Diesel Engine 
and other equipment for instellation in the St. 
Cyprian Indian Residential School at Brocket, Alberta. 
This was held up because it was thought that before 
8 large expenditure of this kind was authorized, 
consideration might be given to the possibility of 
closing the two residential schools in this Heserve. 
It is assumed thet the school has got along without 
this engine and will be eble to do so until efter 
Ahe summer vacation. 

In discussing the metter with Mr. Hoey 
he thought it would be advisable to have Mr. Doucet, 
if he should visit the west this summer, thoroughly 
explore the educational system on the Reserve and 
see if it might not be possible to establish day 
schools in place of the two residential schools that 
sre there now.

Principal uses his car for any trucking work required by the 
School. 


AS our Commission feel that some arrangement may have 
been made (or can be made) which would be applicable to all the 
Indian Residential schools, they will appreciate any official 
ruling which you may be able to secure for them in this important 
matter.

In connexion with Departmental letter of June 30 
last, #160-2, giving a list of the current year's appropriation 
for repairs etc. for our various Schools, I beg to state that 
I informed the Reverend Principal Barlow of our St. Cyprian 
School on the Peigan Reserve that there was an appropriation 
of $300.00 but that this amount had already been expended. 

In his reply just received this morning, he states that he has 
no knowledge whatever as to how this sum was expended. His 
letter reads, in part, as follows:- 


®We have had no new equipment that I remember, 

unless it is school material. Neither have we 

had any improvements, and very few repairs." 

Mr. Barlow admits the possibility that the expenditure 

may have been made through the local Indian Agent, but if so 
he has no knowledge of it, and refers to the possibility that 
the expenditure may have been made at the R.C. School on the 
Peigan Reserve instead of his School. 


It will be appreciated if you will let me know ex- 
actly how the matter stands.

IT have your letter of the Sth instant, with 
reference to the amount provided in the current 
year's appropriation for repairs, improvements 
and purchase of new equipment at the St. Cyprian 
Indian Residential Sehool. Let me assure you 
that the amount provided is not being spent at 
any other school. Last January an officer of 
the Surveys & Engineering Branch visited this 
school and recommended that a new Lister Diesel 
engine be supplied. It was not possible to 
proceed with the purchase of this engine at 
that time but we are now endeavouring to secure 
it and, if we do, the amount of $300.00 will be 
required as part payment and the balance will be 
taken from a small unallotted amount which we 
have included in our appropriation. If it is 
found impossible to secure the engine, due to 
present conditions, the $3500.00 will still be 
available at the St. Cyprian School.

The engine 
shall be tank cooled and shall be direct- 
connected to the 6 K.W. 550 R.P.M. generator 
now installed at the school. 


Cylindrical Cooling Water Tank, Diameter 30 inches, 
height 70 inches. 


The tank shall be constructed of 14 gauge galvan- 
izea iron, strengthened at the top w th a rim or 
band of flat iron $+" x 14". The bottom of the 
tank shall be of 3/16" galvanized plate. If 

14 gauge galvanized iron is not available 10 or 
12 gauge may be substituted and if no galvanized 
iron is available, black iron of the sam thick- 
ness may be substituted provided that after 
fabrication it is painted inside and outside with 
a good metal preservative paint such as Kem Kronik 
or equal. 


The tank shall be tapped at a height of 3 inches 
above the bottom for a 2-inch outlet pipe and 
fitted with a l#-inch drain plug with nipple ani 
lé-inch gate valve in the centre of the bottom.

In your letter of the 12th ulto. #116-1-5, you 
informed me of the steps being taken to provide our St. 
Cyprian School on the Peigan Reserve with a new Lister 
diesel engine, and from information which has reached me 
from the Principal, I gather that this engine is being 
provided by Mumford-Medland Limited, of Winnipeg. 


The Principal of the School, the Rev. W. Barlow, 
keenly desires that the old engine be left at the school 
to operate a chopper which chops feed for the pigs. His 
letter reads, in part, as follows:- 


"We spend about $80.00 to $100.00 per year for 
chopping, and are dependent on a farmer for this 
service. We cannot always get him when we want 
him, and when he does come we have to chop enough 
for six months. As we are without mice proof 
storage facilities the mice get in and a quantity 
of the feed is lost". 


The Principal's request seems very reasonable to 
our Commission and if Government regulations will admit of 
the engine being left at the school for the purpose indicated, 
I will be obliged if you will notify me to that effect. As 
it has been, and is still, I believe, the policy of the Govern- 
ment to encourage the raising of hogs for bacon, I will hope 
that permission to retain the engine at the school may promptly 


be authorized.

Dear Sir:- 

In reply to your letter of October 27th. regarding 
Diesel engine purchased for St. Cyprian school, fy beg to advise 
that I have seen Mr Barlow in regard to the several points 
mentioned in your letter & he advises me that he did not take 
delivery of the engine as he figured that there would be someone 
along to instal the engine as was done at the other echool & that 
there would be no object in handling the thing twice. 

ye Knows nothing about the installation of such a 
machine himself & at the present time is without the services 
of an engineer & is attending to the heating plant himself & 
also aoing his best with the lighting & pumping plant. This new 
Cngine weighs somewhere in the neighdourhooa of eighteen hundred 
pounds & the instaklation of such an expensive piece of machinery 
is no job to be undertaken by any ordinary layman, especially at 
this time of year when the lights are on about seventeen hours 
& day & when 4 switch over would have to be done quickly & by 
experts with proper equipment to properly handle the job. 

It was not my sugeestion that the present engine be 
coutinued in use, but Mr. Barlow's. He says it was not his idea 
at all that a new engine be installed at this time & that he had 
Bugr ested that they try to get along with the old engine, e¢espec- 
ially in times like these when money was so urgently needé&{n war 
work, but that if they were bound to have a new engine put in, 
he wo ld like to have the old engine to operate a feed chopper 
in connection with his stock raising operations. 

I might say that t had already had the machine hauled 
to the school & it is stored in a shed pending instructions from 
you & that there ie no bill for storage against it. 

As to the condition of the old engine, I don't know a 
thing about it. It might run for years & it was Mr Barlow's hove 
that it would at least serve for Se PONE. 7

I beg to enclose herewith copy of letter received 
from Mr. A. McMillan, Indian Agent, re the above. Having 
nothing on file at this office regarding this well, 1 went 
to the School on the 21st instant while at the Agency, to look 
into the matter. Agent McMillan says that he cannot find any- 
thine on file at the Agency office re this well; Rev. 5.5. 
Greene, Principal of the School, gave me the same answer. 


The well is inside the building, in what is referred 
to as the Engine Room. The lighting plant, batteries, water 
pump_and two pressure tanks are in this room. 


I am told that this well was sunk in 1927, the year 
the School was built, by Mr. Ben Mills of Macleod, Alberta; 
that 6<inch casing was used for the first 80 feet; then this 
was reduced to 5Sinch for the next 47 feet, which gives a total 
depth of 127 feet. I was also told that Mr. Mills says he does 
not remember these details. 


This is an Artesian (flowing) well. The overflow is 
piped to stock-watering troughs in the barn-yard and piggerys 
another pipe inside the main building flows into a concrete tank 
near the kitchen. This is referred to as the "cooler tank" for 
milk cans, etc.; the overflow from this runs into the sewer pipee 


The seepage or leakage referred to by Mr. McMillan 

does not come through the boiler-room walls; it appears to come 
from underneath the floor in tie boiler-room, and from the coal 
bin which adjoins same. These two floors are both on the same 
level, and are four or more feet below the basement floor level. 

hole -=- 18" x 24" x 14" deep <= has been cut out in the boiler- 
room, to catch this water, which is bailed with buckets and 
poured into a sewer-pipée connection, which is about three to four 
feet above the floor level. There is, no sewerage trap in the 
floor of the boiler-room. 


I am told that between two and three barrels of seepage 
water are bailed out each day; that the amount of seepage water is 
npw less than it was @ month ago; that water has been noticed on 
the coal bin floor for over a year; that the pressure of the over~= 
glow pipe is not as strong as it was before this seepage began to 
run into the boiler-room, about two montns agO-« 


No one knows where this water comes from: it is thought 
that it might be from a perforated well casing, or pressure from 
e bottom of the well which soaked the soil outside the casing, 
nd after years has found a passeg* ear the surface, and seeps 
rough the floor cracks and between the edge of the floor and 
‘4ler-room basement wall, which is not water-tight.

the pump-house, with the derrick inclined (by jecking up the front end 
of the rig chassis) from the perpendiculer sufficiently to permit of the 
@rill line dropping from the heed block through existing openings in the 
roof ané ceiling of the pump-house, to the exposed top of well casing in 
e@ cement block on the pump~house floor. The pump head ana jack were 
renoved from the top of the casim, and « length ef 20" pump berrel and 
eylinéer ané & feet of 4" pipe below the cylinder, pulled out of the well 
casing. 


The beiler was then run several times and cleaneé 
geome sand and silt out of the well to a depth of 88 feet below the out- 
side grouné level.

The tailer wee then 
renoved end a drill string run into the well for the purpose of loosen- 
ing up the obstruction, supposed to be hard pecked mad e Drilling wae 
continued for som twenty minutes without eny foctege whatever being 
gained. ne Grill was just bounsine beck from some very solid 
obatruction. The G@riller wee of the opinion thet this obstruction 
wes @ break in the well casing, oe he had experienced no éiffieulty 
ehetever in running the baiccr to the bottom of the well, 120 feet, 
when he had cleaned this weil in 1942. re ‘ecehen steted thet it 
wes inadvisable to attenpt to drill ferther es the érill was getting 
stuck in the distorted cesine end thet further drilling might result 
in losing the artesian flow of the well. 


The flow of the well wes apperently the same 
efter drilling operetions 6s before, but, in the opinion of the 
sehool ceretaker, not so much a8 etter the well wae cleaned in 1942.

History Since Cleaning out Since thie well was cleaned out early 
in Auguet, Tt has given fair satiefaction, until early in 


gu 

November when the well stopped pumping, The Farm Inetrgctor 
gave the Pump Rod a blow with & hammer releasing the plunger 
which was seized and the pump again started to pull water; 
This carried on till the end of November and agin seized, this 
again was released and pumped gor 4 few days. On December ist 
the plunger again seized and the plumber again sent out his 
man to look it over, the leathers were badly out with sand but 
after putting it together with new Leathers it pumped the tank 
full to a Forty Pound Pressure; On the morning of the end it 
again would not pump and the Plumber S Pearson came out with 
his man, and after considerable work again got the Pump going 
again this time 4t only worked for 4 short period, and then 
seized again, the spent the balance of the day trying to take 
the Pump rods out but to no avail, they reported to me that 
night and I contacted Mr W Maughan of Lethbridge who cleaned 
out the well, and he said he would come out with hie truck and 
five ton wench, this he did on the morning of the 3rd, and 
with the full power of the winch, and four men on & croybar 

we were able to pull the Pump rods which were ummovable owing 
to the plunger with leathers being tigthly seized by sand. 


Work done. After pulling the Pump rods and plunger and ge 
———getting the top valve out, I held a discussion with Mr Peareon 
and Mr Maughan, regarding the best way to continue a flow of 
water int o the School through the tanke, It was decided the only 
way to get water through to the tanke would be an Electric 
Pump of a small type, which would go into the Four inch Pump 
Casing, and pump from the surface of the well this would take 
a longer time to pump but would not agitate the water in the 
well thus keeping the sand from being stirred up and clogging. 
This is being installed today and 4 further report on results 
will be made. 


Condition of Well. P 
Wr Weighan's opinion. The check up of thie well

sinc c Sut early in August, and made my report 

to the Surveys and Engineering Branch at Banff Alberta in which 
I stated that the well would never be satisfactory and that the 
casing was rotted at && feet, and broken off, on thie visit 

a Qrench attached to string was, dropped down the well and the 
lowest it would go was 7& feet.

He advises that the lerge pump 
now in use will never be able to work owing to the etrong agitation 
causing the aand and mud to come up in the casing, damaging the leathe 
on the plunger in one pumping. The water etill trickles over the casi 
and runs into the Dairy and Berns. In mentioning the advisability 
of phen te es a new well, he stated that the old well would have to 
be cemented off, this he figured would force the cement up outside 
the casing end would gradually work up through the cracks in the 
Boiler roomcracke closing them off. I understand that the only 
outfit who can do this is Haliburton Bros Turner Valley, and their 
price would almost be prohibitive. 


Mr Pearson's Opinion. 

7 os Mr Pearson who today completed the 
jnetallation of the Elecetric Pump, placed the one inch suction 
in the well to the depth of Ten Feet, but after a trial run of 
one hour found it was etill bringing up sand end silt, and the 
water was dirty, He cut thie pipe to five feet and again installed 
the Pump with the five feet of suction pipe, and tried pumping for 
approximately two houre, when it was found that the water Coming 
through the Pump into the tanks was clear, while at the School I 
watched the Pump running and saw that the water in the well had 
only receded two feet from the surface of the well, thus leaving 
a depth of three feet of suction pipe continously under water, 
this never varied for a period of three to four hours had not Changed. 
Mr Peareon is satisfied that this ie the most economic manner to 
provide water for the School, snd is opposed to the drilling of 
a@ new well, which if done migit have the same Sandy bottom as we 
have in the present well. As this well now stands it would be 
possible to keep a pressure of 3 Lbs, with an eutomatic start 
at twenty three lbs, This ofcourse would maxax give a pressure 
strong enough for the use of the fire Hoses, but would not be able 
to keep the volume up for use in the case of fire, but should keep 

School on a very satisfactory basis, with the overflow to the 

Bern and Dairy running when the pump is not working. Mr Pearson 
also advised me that year after the well was drilled some 19 
years ago, he was called to clean the sand out of the tanks. 


Agent's Comment. I kept in close contect all the 
time thie work was being done, and I feel on the results to date 
that Mr Pearson is correct in his opinion, that expenditure on & 
new well would be very foolish. 

I would recommend that the prese nt 
set up, as completed be left as it is till Spring if it proves & 
success, when the whole system as at present, and future action 
be placed in the hands of an Engineer of the Waters Branch, thie 
will give time to see the resulte of the installation of the 
Electric Pump, and would alos be early enough if any change of 
policy was considered, to have the work done during the summer 
holidays when the school is almost empty. As this work was a 
neceasary emergency, owing to the time of year, and the risk of 
accidents to equipment from lack of water in the Boilers, I trust 
that the Dept will conourr in the action I have Taken. Vouchers for 
work done will be forwarded as soon as received.

I beg to advise that further to my Night Lettergram of 
the 23rd instant, I would report as follows on the loss of the 
forse and Cattle Barn by fire at the 3t. Cyprians Anglican School. 


At approximately twenty minutes past three o'clock on the 

afternoon of the 23rd inst, I received a phone call from the 
rincipal of the above school advising me that the barn was on fire; 
Accompanied by the Clerk I spread the slarm around Rrocket; and left 
with e carload of Indians for the School; When we arrived ther 
around 3:25 pem. the barn was & mass of flames and the roof hed just 
fallen in, a large number of Indi head arrived from the threshin 
crew and surrounding farms, but were only able to help in keeping the 
other buildings wet so that a spark ould not start some other fire. 
The fire was aggravated by the loft of the barn being full of hay 
approximately 80 Ton. 


AS soon as TI arrived I checked with the rincipal, on the 
boys to make sure none were missing, the only children playing in 
the school yard some distance away were the small tots. On the 
information of the Farm Instructor ngineer no one had been in the 
barn since early morning and the fire was first noticed by him, when 
he saw a funnel of smoke come out through the cupole on the top of 
the lip roofed barn, he rushed to the bern, and opened the door when 
he was met by a cloud of smoke, followed by flames, he was able to 
save one horse, but four two months old calves perished in the flames. 
The people who gathered there, hel 1 in the saving of the other out 
buildings, and also from the sparks ausi ng rairie fire. 


would gauge the wind blowing at the time to be between 30 
and 40 mile an hour wind, and as tl is kept up all night, returned 
to the school et 6 p.m. and weited until 11 pm. for the fire to get 
down to a reasonable size, it taking quite a period for the hay to 
burn down. hen I left the embers were still burning, but with very 
little flame, and the principal had men on guerd iuty all night. € 
have one thing to be thankful for and that is that the wind was in 
the west, with no chance of sparks falling on the school. 


I discussed the question of the Milk herd with the Principal, 
can be temporary placed in the long Im lement shk until it is 
sible to replace the barn; In this connection if it is the Dept's 
vish to rebuild lumber for com letion will be hard to get, however @ 
barn could be put up as a shell to be completed when finished lumber 
is available.

T also discussed the question of Feed with Mr. Cole they 
having lost their whole winters feed, end T offered him a small staci 
of 1942 old hay at the C.Y. Ranch, which we do not intend to use, J 
can also if it is the wish of the ranch spare hir some from my 
surplus from lest year. TI also gathered the ndiaus together and 
suggested to ther that they put on a bee and put up as much possible 
before the weather breaks. 


The children were allowed to go home for twenty four hours 


in case of a change of wind causing the sparks to travel over the direc- 
tion of the school.

The older boys were kept so that help would be available 
if needed. 


After looking over the situation and discussing it with 
the Principal Mr. Cold, and Mr. Irwin it would look apparent thet 
the fire was caused by combustion in the loft; I checked with Mr. 
Irwin re the lighting of the barn, but found that during the day 
the main switch had been pulled, and he was satisfied that there 
was no possible chance of a short circuit. The children were all 
in their class rooms, except for a few small boys and girls playing 
in the grounds close to the school. 


I would be glad to have the Branch's in structions as to 
whether immediate ection will be taken to replace this building, or 
whether a temporary structure will be built to house the Milk cows. 
If such action is thought off, nails are practically not purchaseable, 
end it would be necessary if the Branch can locate any to have them 
shivped out from the Last. At present building in this District is 
completely stopped through lack of nails. 


This completes my report on the fire which I am very sorry 
to have to report.

I have received two letters from the 
Alberta Government Telephone Company in regard to Telephones for 
Brocket District, onreceipt of the first letter I wrote them for 
further enlizhtment on what they had in mind, and have received their 
reply. 

They claim that the linefrom Brocket to 
the two Indian Schools is a private line, according to their records, 
and have stated they wish to rebuild the whole line, this would be 
a matter of eight miles, and the cost would be $4364.00 and have 
requested me to cotact the Department to find out if they would 
be prepared to be ar the cost of rebuilding.

Answer (c) No. Soon after the middle of December the snow 
was too deep to clear with a light tractor. 


The following information is also pertinent. 


When Principal Woods enquired about use of the 
snow blade (mid-December) it was sent to a point ¢ 4 mile from 
the school and has never been used by St. Cyprian's. 


The Principal did not ask that the road be 
opened at the time for which the bill of $50 is submitted.

Gining room. These wai must be repaired, and I don’t 
recommend tiiat they be lustered ugein. Some good hard 
composition board, with insulation behind it, should 
replace thi pluster. If money is avelileble, kindly 
advise and Superintendent McMillan will obtein tenders,"

Dear Mr. Gooderham: Pincher Creek - Procket X-Line 
This will acknowledge your letter of May 4, your file 116/8-12 in 
connection with the abovee 


Quite frankly we feel that we should not be asked to postpone action in 
this matter. It would not make any aifference to us what condition 

the Dominion Government's portion of this line was in except that it is 
an extension of our line and troubles on your section reflect on ours 
with resulting deterioration in the service to our subscribers, which 
4s something you will appreciate we cannot give them any excuse for 
when the remedy 4s in our own hands. 


Me condition of this line was drawn to the attention of your agent at 
brocket in October last year, at which time we advised rim that the cost 
of rebuilding would be $4564. Finally, in January of this year we re~ 
ceived a very curt communication from him of three lines advising tha t 
there were no funds available for the work, no suggestion was made to 
the effect that the matter was being given further consideration or any~ 
thing of that kind, simply no funds and that was that. We of course, 
after receipt of this letter had no alternative than to take a serious 
view of the matter 4s our subscribers’ service was definitely being 
adversely affected by the condition of this line. 


In the event that finally authority is received to rebuilé the line we 
would prefer that you arrange to do it your selves as we are not part- 
icularly anxious to undertake any custom work, as our hands are more 
than full trying to take care of telephone needs today. However, if you 
cannot arrange to have it done b" others than us we will do our pest 

to help you out. We will delay fon in this matter for 
60 days to give you an opportunity to go into tter further, except 
that at’ any time your section developés trouble that seriously inter- 
feres with our subscribers we reserve the right to immediately and with 
out any hesitation disconnect your portion. 


We brust that this will meet your requirements at least for the time 
being.

On receipt of your letter, we wrote to the Alberta 
Government Telephones stating that an item was being placed 
in the Supplementary Estimates to rebuild this line, and re- 
questing that the Company continue service until the work 
could be completed. 


I am attaching a copy of a reply received from Mr. 
Thomas Spalding, General Commercial Superintendent, which is 
self-explanatory, although not very encouraging. 


I am sending a copy of this letter to Mr. McMillan. 
He is being instructed to endeavour to obtain a quotation 
from some other source, although frankly I must say that 
this might be impossible. As an alternative, he should try 
to get a quotation on the poles and arrive at the cost of 
digging the holes and setting these poles in place. If 
this portion of the work is done we may be able to persuade 
the Alberta Government Telephones to carry out the technical 
part of the job. 


In the meantime it is hoped that the item in the 
Supplementary “stimates will be allowed.

This stack is unsafe for use, it may blow down anytime, if 
this should happen it will go right through the middle of the 
school. This stack can be repaired by running a high glased 
tile linning inside, and cement same to outer wall, this tile 
is two feet long and fits to-gether, then we fill in with 
wire and pour cement in to fill in, this makes the stack 
very solid, 


The price of building a new stack would cost 
about $3500.00 Thirty Five Hundred Dollers. 

The cost of repairing the samm same stack would 
cost about $1650.00 Sixteen Hundred and Fifty Dollars. 

And the repair job is as good as a new stack 
you would not have to worry about it falling down. 

I would advise the repair job to a new stack, as 
we do both.

In a letter written July first Principal Woods reports 
that after a hailstorm on that date the melting hailstones on the roof 
of the school created quite a flood in the building. This flooding 
after snow or rain is no new experience at St. Cyprian's and has been 
reported to the Agency Superintendent 4 number of times. Requisitions 
for roofing and pipes have been placed also but apparently they get 
no farther than the superintendent's office desk. 


Dr. Stone was on visit to the school at the time of 
the hailstorm and I understand from the Principal that he (Dr. Stone) 
is submitting a report on his observations to the Regional Supervisor 
of Agencies, Calgary. What Mr. Gooderhams action will be I know not 
but the situation is a critical one; to the building itself and to the 
health of children and staff. Sewer gas repeatedly backs up and 
permeates the building with an unsavory odour which is proof that 
something is wrong with the septic tank. 


A few extracts from Principal Woods letter will give 
you an idea of what conditions are like: 


"DRAIN Pipes: when the hail was thawing on the roof the water 
gushed out of the split and corroded pipes, again (for the second 
time) flooded the boys dormitory - a stream, like a creek came 
down the stair way to the basement. That is nothing unusual, it 

occurs every time there is a heavy shower. The dormitory floor 

does not hold water consequently it poured through into the Senior 

Class room and into the Staff rooms, running down the electric 

light equipment. Inspite of catching as much as possible with 

wash tubs, boilers and pails and scooping it up with dustpens, etc, 
still it came through in the staff sitting room. Our Chapel was 
spared and consequently our appartment was protected. This was 
because we had detected the sewer gases coming through the roof 


eoeed 
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drain pipes in the girls dormitory and Irwin and I had found these 
pipes to be corroded - through and then packed the split with 
putty and wrapped flannelet sheeting around the split pipes, this 
checked the force of water coming into that dormatory; fortunately 
the girls supervisor was on the job and worked desperately to 
prevent the bed being soaked and water going through the floor. 
Apparently we must get more putty and sheeting and wrap more pipes. 
For years the pipe over the Boys Supervisor's room has been split 
and wrapped. Today the chief offending pipe was over the entrance 
to the boys dormatory. I am pleased to report that I had invited 
Dr. Stone -- Regional Supervisor of Health Services -- to come for 
consultations, I brought him out from Brocket and the hail commenced 
as he entered the School. I called him up stairs to see for him- 
self how the roof water gushes out of the pipes. After helping 
the few staff members to scoop-up and mop floors I returned to 

the apartment, there I found Dr. Stone writing a report on the in- 
terial deluge; upon finding that he was reporting it to the local 
Agent I commented that that would lay on his desk with my requisi- 
tions and sundry estimates for roofing and pipe estimates, he then 
wrote another report to the Regional Supervisor of Agencies, Cal- 
gary. I trust you will convey the urgency of this matter to the 
Indian Affairs Branch. It is not reasonable to expect the staff 
to remain here another week, and be flooded out, and with the 
sewer gases backing up into the children's dormatory, and the 

rain water coming onto their beds. Neither is it reasonable to 
have them back while the Principal is responsible for their health. 
I understand, for ten years the roof has leaked and estimates have 
been going into the Indian Affairs Branch. For four or five years 
these pipes have been spilling water in the dormitories. Although 
I have made requisition regarding the sceptic tank and these pipes 
and urged contractors and the Agent to get things moving, I find 
that to yesterdays date nothing was further than the estimate 
stage in the local office." 


I look upon this situation as an emergency and trust that 
Indian Affairs Branch will take immediate action.

We regret the delay that has resulted in replying to your 
letter dated June 7 but we were awaiting a report from Jahrig 
Brothers who are brick laying contractors in Lethbridge and 
this report has just been received today. Jahrig Brothers 
advise that they have checked the chimmey at the St. Cyprian 
Indian School and they suggest that thé existing chimmey be 
demolished to a point 2' below the breech and that the entire 
chimney be rebuilt from that point with new material. While 
they could not closely estimate the cost of doing this work, 
they were prepared to quote a total maximum guarantee cost 

of $2250.00 for the complete demolition and rebuilding of the 
chimney on the existing base; alternatively they would carry 
out this work on a cost plus 10% basis using the above figure 
as a maximum guarantee. 


While we realize that you were primarily interested in a 
report on the condition of this chimmey, we pass on the above 
quotation for your guidance. Jahrig Brothers suggested that 
we point out to yourselves the precarious state of the exist- 
ing chimey. The condition that it is in at the present time 
makes it a very serious hazard since it is apparent that the 
complete structure is held in place by guy wires alone. We 
trust that you may find this information of some use and thank 
you for your inquiry.

Further to recent letters and wires re repairing and re- 
placement required on the St. Cyprian Residential School, attached 
hereto is a copy of a report, with tradesmen's offers submitted by 
Superintendent McMillan. 


On April 25th I reported to you on an inspection made at 
this school. Owing to the limited time at our disposal, this was 
very hurried, but it was noted that the plaster in the basement 
rooms was was in a terrible condition and should be replaced with 
something more substantial. I did not inspect the floors in the 
boys' auditorium. These floors have been in use for many years and 
are bound to be in poor condition, but replacement is not an absolute 
necessity. 


It will be noted that the only contractor who has submitted 
a bid, Mr. Osterberg, has not submitted an itemized tender. A bid 
of $2388.00 therefore, appears to be high. Furthermore, it is to be 
oted that he proposes to use cement plaster in replacing the exist- 
ing plaster. I am not competent to state that this is the right 
thing to do, nor to pass judgment on his quotation. Mr. Osterberg 
erected the Day school and appears to be a conscientious, capable 
workman and I believe Mr. McMillan will have difficulty in getting 
a competitive offer. 


The replacement or repair to the roof and down pipes which 
are leaking badly and allowing sewer gas to escape throughout the 
building is Number One. The replacement or repair of the roof Number 
Two and the wall repairs in the basement third. 


To carry out the entire program would cost over #6000,00, 
based on the present offers. The physical condition of this school 
is not good and sooner or later this expenditure mst be made. If 
money is available now, it is recommended that a competent engineer 
inspect it and call for definite type of work to be done. If this 
cannot be done right away, the down pipes in the school should be 
replaced immediately and other replacements follow in due course of 
time. However, all of it should be done during the summer holidays. 


I am also writing in respect to the physical condition of 
the Sacred Heart School, and would appreci your reply about both 


schools as soon as possible.

We forwarded you a copy of our letter to the late 
Canon Alderwood dated July 15th, 1947 in connection with 
the erection of a new barn at the St. Cyprian's Indian 
Residentiel School. The Indian Agent was also advised 
about the matter and he subsequently advised us that he 
was assisting the principal in arranging for the new barn. 


On October 4th we forwarded Mr. McMillen a telegram, 
a copy of which I enclose and following a telegram received 
from him we sent the Indian Agent an accountable advance of 
$2,000.00 for labour. We heard nothing further from him 
regarding the barn until December when he forwarded a voucher 
requesting an additional $500.00 over and above the $2,000. 
advance. From the information on the voucher it appeared 
that either the principal or the Agent had made a contract 
with Mr. 0. Playford for the labour. We requested and re- 
ceived a copy of this contract and I enclose copy of same 
for your information. 


It was a very irregular procedure for the Agent to 
eward a contract amounting to $2,500. WNo official at head 
office can do this without the Deputy Minister's approval. 


we are having some difficulty in having the account 
passed for payment by the Treasury Branch and we would ap- 
preciate it if you would let us have an early report on 
the barn, stating if you consider that we received full 
value for the money paid to Playford.

On reviewing the correspondence relative to the 
expenditure of en amount not exceeding 4,995.00 for the 
erection of a barn at this school, it is noted that arrange- 

ments were made with the secretary of the M.S.C.C. and their 
local representative at the Peigan Reserve, the Rev. Mr. DedeWe 
Cole. Our Agent, Mr. McMillan was asked to assist and co-operate 
in heaving the work properly done end the total cost not to ex- 
ceed the amount authorized. 


je know Mr. McMillan carried out these instruc- 
tions. He assisted Mr. Cole in securing the lumber. They 
got the services of Mr. Vrin Playford, and Mr. Cole completed 
the contract which was submitted to you through the Indian 
Agency office. 


As you no doubt are aware, the barn was erected 
on the site of a barn which wes burned to the ground in 1946. 
At first it was thought th. t only 4 flat roofed building could 
be erected to replace this for the amount of money allowed, 
but the foundation was in such good condition that the contrac- 
tor advanced more quickly in the replacement then expected, 
and it was possible then to put a good hip roof on it. 
Mr. Playford apparently was new in the district and wished to 
meke a good name for himself. He proved to be ea very capable 
builder and with his crew of four or five completed the 
building in about six weeks at a total cost of 74,995.00 
of which #2500. was paid to him as per the contract of October. 

December 4, 1947, I inspected this bui ding 

and was very well impressed ith it. The orkmanship was 
good. It was well equipped, and in my opinion the best 
value for the amount of money spent that 1 had seen in recent 
years. 1 complimented both the Agent and Mr. Cole on the very 
fine job they had done. 


As for payment to Mr. Ylayford, it is hardly 
necessary to sey that his contract was well within the emount 
thet would be normally cherged to a buildin costing #5,000.00. 
As you know, labor costs on such invariably run to 60% of the 
total cost and in this instance, it is only 50%. I have no 
hesitation in recommending payment.

On reviewing the correspondence relative to 
the expenditure of an amount not exceeding $4,995.00 for the 
erection of a barn at this school, it is noted that arrange~ 
ments were made with the Secretary of the M.S.C.C. and their 
local representative at the Peigan hKeserve, the Rev. Mr. E.SeWe 
Cole. Our Agent, Mr. McMillan was asked to assist and co-operate 
in having the work properly done and the total cost not to ex- 
ceed the amount authorized. 


We know Mr. McMillan carried out these instruc- 
tionse He assisted Mr. Cole in securing the lumber. They 
got the services of Mr. Orin Playford, and “r. Cole completed 
the contract which was submitted to you through the Indian 
Agency office. 


As you no doubt are aware, the barn was erected 
on the site of a barn which was burned to the ground in 1946. 
At first it was thought that only a flat roofed building could 
be erected to replace this for the amount of money allowed, 
but the foundation was in such good condition that the contrac- 
tor advanced more quickly in the replacement than expected, 
and it was possible then to put a good hip roof on ite 
Mr. Playford apparently was new in the district and wished to 
make a good name for himself. He proved to be a very ¢ pable 
builder and with his crew of four or five completed the 
building in about six weeks at a total cost of $4,995.00, of 
which $2500.00 was paid to him as per the contract of October. 


On December 4, 1947, I inspected this building 
and was very well impressed with ite The workmanship was 
goode It was well equipped, and in my opinion the best 
value for the amount of money spent that I had seen in recent 
yearse I complimented voth the Agent and Mr. Cole on the very 
fine job they had done. 


As for payment to Mr. Playford, it is hardly 
necessary to say that his contract was well within the amount 
that would be normally charged to a building costing $5,000.00. 
As you know, labor costs on such invariably run to 60% of the 
total cost and in this instance, it is only,50%. I have no 


hesitation in recommending payment. / )

Repairs, etc. 
St. Cyprian's Anglican Indian 
Residential School, Brocket, Alta. 


Harly in April, 1948, you advised me that the following 
funds are provided in your estimates, 1948-49, for the above-named 
school : 


"New roothouse and painting and 
repairs to steff rooms and 
residence $3,000.00 


Refrigeration equipment 850.00" 


I have just received word from this school that they are 
worried about the roothouse as your local Agent informs them that he 
hes not yet received any authority for this work. I can assure you, 
from personal inspection, that the present structure is not only 
useless but is unsafe for anyone to enter. As the school has lg acres 
of potatoes planted, in addition to other vegetables, it is of great 
importance that the roothouse be rebuilt before the crops are harvested 
and it is requested, therefore, that your Agent be given authority to 
proceed with the work of rebuilding as early 4s possible. 


The report from the school also contains the following: 


"There are several small repair jobs around the school 
which really should be attended to while the children 
are away; for example, some tables in the children's 
dining room need bracing and & few extra tacks and a 
coat of paint. Some places in the lower part of the 
dining room walls need patching with plaster and the 
whole lower half painting. The wash rooms need cement 
repairing, the kitchen also should have a coat of paint 
on the lower part and the floors of the halls and stairs 
around the battleship linoleum need stain varnishing, etc. 
etc." 


p.t.o. 
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It is requested that your Agent be authorized to have these 
minor repairs and painting carried out during the holiday period this 
summer. It is not very desirable to have wet paint around while small 


children are in residence if this can be avoided by carrying out the 
work when they are away. 


May I be advised as early as convenient as to what you can do 
in regard to the above services.
